Now* we must ask: What 
positive help does the Christian 
religion bring to bear upon this 
problem? 
Briefly put, it urges upon man­ 
kind the Good Sam aritan philo­ 
sophy and way of life 
All too 
liberally th^ subje *t races of the 
w’orld have fallen 
among rob­ 
bers. who have stripped them 
and beaten them, but have not 
departed, 
although 
in 
many 
cases they have left them with 
the feeling that thej had rather 
be not half but fully dead. 
Jesus gave this immortal par­ 
able 
to 
illustrate 
the 
actual 
operation of religion’s basic two­ 
fold law*: "Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with 
all thy strength, and with all thy 
mind; and thy neighbor as thy­ 
self 
Love for God and 
love for 
other people is the on I) motivat­ 
ing power strong enough to do 
the job—the word “ love” mean­ 
ing goodwill that has gone to 
work. The life of Christianity's 
founder, spent so ceaselessly in 
altruistic work, *j* the unequivo­ 
cal answer of the Divine as to 
how this problem of race rela­ 
tions can be solved. It is the in­ 
explicable magnet that draws 
the serious and open-minded in­ 
dividual to a similar outlook. I 
And it mus‘ never be lost sight 
or that the individual is the in­ 
dispensable “ working unit” for 
bringing to realization mankind’s 
envisioned new* day. 
It is easy to gene.alize and to 
rationalize, and to give money 
for the Christianization of dis­ 
tant peoples. But one’s own atti- 
t ides and actions in actual con- • 
tact with members of another 
race is the real tert. Solicitude 
as to the feelings of another is 
the only true touchstone of gen­ 
uine goodwill. 
This means that 
' sincere, 
widespread, anc effective pro­ 
gram must be developed which 
will bring the races into an atti­ 
tude of greater understanding 
and a relationship of greater 
friendliness. The Church is pecu­ 
liarly fitted to initiate a much 
more dynamic and thoroughgo­ 
ing work in this area.

An account of the early begin­ 
nings 
of 
Circleville 
industry 
# f r o m 1803 to 1870 was h e a rd at 
the T h u rsd a y m eeting 
of 
t h e 
D a u g h te rs of 1812. 
A p a p e r written by the 
late 
Miss M ary Wilder, fo rm e r pub­ 
lic librarian, was re a d by Mrs. 
Sterley C ro m a n . telling of those 
days, long ago, when Circleville 
w as 
a 
self-sufficient 
c o m m u ­ 
nity; when its people established 
the proud h eritag e that h a s been 
- passed on to the generation of to­ 
- d a y . 
Miss Wilder ended her written 
account by saying: 
“ If I should try to tell in d e ­ 
tail of all the men and the in­ 
dustries they began I ’m afraid I 
would n e v e r be able to stop ” 
And so it is with any a tte m p t [ 
to set down the n a m e s and oc­ 
cupations of all of 
those 
p ast 
captains of industry—it w o u l d 
y>take a book to record the entire 
list. 
Speaking before the m e m b e r s 
of the M a jo r Jo h n Boggs c h a p te r j 
of the organization w’ho w ere a s ­ 
sem bled in the hom e of 
M r s . 
Ella H ornbeck of P i n c k n e y 
street, 
Mrs. 
C ro m a n 
told not 
only of the Circleville c r a f ts m e n 
but those of the surrounding te r -

Miss Wilder wrote, " T h e splen­ 
d i d w a te r p ow er along the banks 
''of various cre e k s and the Scioto 
resulted in the estab lish m en t of

n u m b e r of

m ills.” She continued: 
“ As you would expect, Circle­ 
ville had the most v aried 
and 
interesting ones. But we 
m u st 
not forget t h a t in those 
early 
d a y s traveling w as not easy so 
each of the outside c o m m u n itie s 
had their own industries consist- 
f log of mills, distilleries and t a n ­ 
neries 
“ In D a rby Township on D a rby 
C reek Jo sep h Chenoweth built a 
sa w mill and

down, in 1853. the first grist mill 
of the township was e r e c t e d , 
known today as the H a r r is b u r g 
roller mill.
